The international executive board 
later stripped Homer Martin of the 
powers of suspension and removal 
of officers and members of the local 
unions or to lift charters. It also 
prohibited Martin from speaking 
in the name of the union without 
authorization of the board. 

To prevent Martin from taking 
factional advantages, it was re- 
ported, an administrative committee 
is to be set up of officers and board 
members to administer the affairs 
of the union until the convention.

Also of- 
ficers of the local unions, bargain- 
ing committees, chief shop stewards 
are to be elected. In view of the 
decision advancing the date of the 
convention, the local union elec:

There is little doubt as to the 
outcome of the local union elec- 
tions and the delegates to the con- 
vention. An overwhelming majority 
of the membership of the UAWA 
and all the constructive forces with- 
in it are definitely on the side of 
the majority of the international 
executive board and the CIO de- 
spite the wrecking activities, union 
busting and secession propaganda 
on the part of the agents of fas- 
cism, the Lovestoneites, Trotzkyites, 
Black Legionnaires and Coughlin- 
ites that have been carried on dur- 
ing the recent period.

‘TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 18—The

“Loot” it called WPA 
funds for jobs (June 25, 38). In the same 
issue, it jeered heartlessly at the Federal 
roustabouts who have been playing politics 
with human misery,” echoing Wall Street’s 
language syllable for syllable.~ 


When Roosevelt proposed early in the 
Spring new appropriations to feed the jobless 
and provide jobs for recovery, the “America” 
editors joined the Wall Street forces and 
called out “let us have an investigation of 
this futile pump-priming” (April 23).
